The Foretold History of the Jews 


FULFILLED PROPHECIES 
PROVEN TO HAVE BEEN MADE LONG BEFORE THE EVENTS OCCURRED 


Israel's entire ancient and modern history has been foretold by Old Testament Prophecy. Listed and discussed below 
are selected foretold events from Israel's history, dating from 30 AD to current times. It is often claimed by non believers 
that all prophecy is null and void because it can't be proved that the prophesies weren't fraudulently written after the events 
rather than before. The prophecies considered herein were chosen because they could absolutely be proven to have been 
made long before they were fulfilled. This is possible because the oldest extant copies of the Hebrew bible date to 100 to 
200 BC. Nearly the entire Hebrew bible, including the Prophets, were found among the Dead Sea Scrolls that were 
discovered in 1947. The dating of the Scrolls is estimated to be 100 — 200 BC. Therefore, the prophesies considered here 
can be absolutely proven to have been extant at least as early as that time. The fulfillment of these prophecies were from 30 
AD to 1967 AD, long after they can be proven to have been in existence. I am hoping that unbelievers will examine these 
proven prophecies and see that they are valid and real, and that they are strong evidence for the existence of an omniscient 
God. 

My second reason for writing is so that believers can see God's handiwork firsthand and become acquainted with how 
crucial Israel has been, and is, to the understanding of the unfolding events on our world. In fact, I think it is likely that 
everyone's lives will be affected in some way by Israel's future. Perspective and context are everything. The history of the 
Jews is the overarching context in which we all live, whether we realize it or not. Israel's future is destined to draw the 
whole world into it. The best way to understand that future is to understand it's past and present. With that goal in mind, I 
am hoping that this study can help provide some of the necessary background for what is to come. 


It was prophesied by the Old Testament Prophets that: 


The Messiah would come around 30 AD. 

He would then be killed. 

The Jewish Temple and Jerusalem would then be destroyed. 

Jerusalem would be plowed up like a field for its iniquity. 

The Jews would then be scattered all over the earth. 

They would be without a homeland for a long time. 

Their land, in their absence, would become barren and desolate as opposed to a previously bountiful land. 
They would be severely persecuted wherever they went. They would become few in number. 

Their name would become a curse word, a thing of horror, and an object of ridicule. 

10. After many years they would be regathered from all over the world back into their homeland. 

11. The year of Israel's re-establishment as a nation was prophesied exactly. 

12. Forests would reappear in regathered Israel as an everlasting sign. 

13. Once barren Israel would fill the world with fruit. 

14. The “former” and the “later” rains would be restored when Israel came back into the land. 

15. Israel's ruined cities would be rebuilt and her desolate land would become like the Garden of Eden. 

16. The Lord would make Israel richer than ever before when they come back into their land. 

17. Restored Israel would be surrounded hostile nations whose intention would be to “wipe out Israel forever.” 
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1. It was predicted that the Messiah would come around 30 AD. 


Daniel 9: 24-27 

“Seventy weeks are determined upon thy people and upon thy holy city, to finish the transgression, and to make 
an end of sins, and to make reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring in everlasting righteousness, and to seal up 
the vision and prophecy, and to anoint the most Holy. Know therefore and understand, [that] (1.) from the 
going forth of the commandment to restore and to rebuild Jerusalem unto the Messiah the Prince [shall 


be] seven weeks, and threescore and two weeks: the street shall be built again, and the wall, even in 
troublous times. And after threescore and two weeks shall (2.) Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: and the 
people of the prince that shall come shall (3.)destroy the city and the sanctuary; and the end thereof [shall be] 
with a flood, and unto the end of the war desolations are determined. And he shall confirm the covenant with 
many for one week: and in the midst of the week he shall cause the sacrifice and the oblation to cease.” 


Day for a Year Concept 
In order to understand this prophecy one must recognize the day for a year principle. Critical to this understanding are these 


to two texts: “After the number of the days in which ye searched the land, [even] forty days, each day for a year, 
shall ye bear your iniquities, [even] forty years” Numbers14:34 and “I have appointed thee each day for a year.” 
Ezekiel 4:6. 


This prophecy states that there will be seven (7) plus threescore (60) plus two (2) weeks from the order to restore and 
rebuild Jerusalem (445 BC) until the Messiah shall come. 

Seven weeks, and threescore, and 2 weeks=7+60+2=69 weeks until Messiah comes according to prophecy. 

69 weeks (of days) from 444 BC calculates to April 6, 32 AD (+or-1 year) as the predicted date. 
Actual date Jesus rode into Jerusalem on a donkey: approx. April 6, 31 AD (+or- 2 years). Prophecy fulfilled. (See 
complete discussion @ (http://www.aboutbibleprophecy.com/weeks.html) 


2. Messiah would then be killed. 


Date of crucifixion according to Newton approx. April 3, 33 AD. Prophecy fulfilled. 


3. The City and Sanctuary would then be destroyed (Temple and Jerusalem). 


Jerusalem and 2" Jewish Temple destroyed by Romans 70 AD. Prophecy fulfilled. 


The date of Daniel's prophecies were probably 538 BC, but according to some 167 BC. Either way, these three 
sequential prophecies were made long before the events, and were very accurate. This would be nearly impossible to occur 
by chance or guesswork alone. 


4.Jerusalem would be plowed up like a field for its iniquity. 


Mic 3:11 (NLT) 
The heads thereof judge for reward, and the priests thereof teach for hire, and the prophets thereof divine for 
money: yet will they lean upon the LORD, and say, Is not the LORD among us? none evil can come upon us. 


Mic 3:12 (NLT) 
Therefore shall Zion for your sake be plowed as a field, and Jerusalem shall become heaps, and the 
mountain of the house as the high places of the forest. 


The total destruction of Jerusalem occurred when Terentius Rufus, by the order of Titus, ploughed up the very 
foundations of it in 70 AD during the Roman assault. 

“Tf sacred places are polluted by sin, they will be wasted and ruined by the judgments of God.” (Mathew Henry 
Commentary) 


5. After the Temple and city were destroyed it was foretold that the Jews would be scattered all over the 
world. 


Deuteronomy 28:64 


And the LORD shall scatter you among all people, from the one end of the earth even to the other; and there 
you shall serve other gods, which neither you nor your fathers have known, even wood and stone. 

Ezekiel 6:8 

Yet will | leave a remnant, that you may have some that shall escape the sword among the nations, when you 
shall be scattered through the countries. 

Deu 4:27 

“And the LORD will scatter you among the peoples, and you will be left few in number among the nations 
where the LORD will drive you. 

Lev 26:33 

| will scatter you among the nations and draw out a sword after you; 

your land shall be desolate and your cities waste. 

Neh 1:8 

“Remember, | pray, the word that You commanded Your servant Moses, saying, ‘If you are unfaithful, | will 
scatter you among the nations; 

Jer 9:16 

“| will scatter them also among the Gentiles, whom neither they nor their fathers have known. And | will send a 
sword after them until | have consumed them.” 

Eze 22:15 

“| will scatter you among the nations, disperse you throughout the countries, and remove your filthiness 
completely from you. 


These scattering prophecies were made around 500 BC, but the earliest extant copies of these texts is 100 to 200 BC as 
discussed in the introduction. The scattering happened as a result of Roman conquest in 70 AD and then again, for the last 
time in 135 AD. Either way the scattering prophecy can be proven to have been made long before the event. The chance of 
someone guessing this and writing it down to be preserved is miniscule. There are other verses in the Bible which predicts 
this scattering in addition to these presented here. Prophecy fulfilled. Prophecy extant at least hundreds of years prior to 
fulfillment, as are all of these considered here. 


6. The Israelites will live a long time without a home. 


Hosea 3:4 
For the Israelites (5.) will live many days without king or prince, without sacrifice or sacred stones, without 
ephod or household gods... 


Hosea prophesied in 750 BC, some say as late as 200 BC. The Jews were without a home from 70 AD to 1948 AD, 
certainly many days. The date of the prophecy can be proven to have occurred long before the fulfillment. 


7. Their land would become desolate while they were gone. 


Leviticus 26:18-20 


Israel was promised blessings in their land, if the people kept the law. If they abandoned the law, however, 
the land would no longer yield her strength to them. 


Isaiah 6:10-11 


Make the heart of this people fat, and make their ears heavy, and shut their eyes; lest they see with their eyes, 
and hear with their ears, and understand with their heart, and convert, and be healed. Then said |, Lord, how 
long? And he answered, Until the cities be wasted without inhabitant, and the houses without man, and the land 
be utterly desolate. 


Ezekiel 33:29 


Then shall they know that I have laid the land most desolate because of all their abominations which they 
have committed. 


Micah 7:13 


Notwithstanding the land shall be made desolate because of them that dwell therein, for the fruit of their 
doings. 


Mark Twain visited Israel in 1867, and published his impressions in Innocents Abroad. He described a desolate 
country — devoid of both vegetation and human population: 


ee A desolate country whose soil is rich enough, but is given over wholly to weeds... a silent, mournful expanse.... a 
desolation.... we never saw a human being on the whole route.... hardly a tree or shrub anywhere. Even the olive tree and 
the cactus, those fast friends of a worthless soil, had almost deserted the country.” 


Again, the prophesies about the desolation of a once bountiful land can be proven to have been made hundreds of years 
before they happened. The oldest extant copies of all the Old Testament Prophets are 100 to 200 BC. The traditional dates 
assigned to these prophecies are even many hundreds of years earlier of course. The desolation of scattered Israel's 
homeland happened many hundreds of years after it had been foretold. 


8. The Jews would be severely persecuted wherever they went while they were out of their land and they 
would be left few in number. 


Leviticus 26:33 KJV(v.33) 


And | will scatter you among the heathen, and will draw out a sword after you: and your land shall be 
desolate, and your cities waste. 


Deuteronomy 28:64-65 KJV 

And the LORD shall scatter thee among all people, from the one end of the earth even unto the other; and there 
thou shalt serve other gods, which neither thou nor thy fathers have known, even wood and stone. And among 
these nations shalt thou find no ease, neither shall the sole of thy foot have rest: but the LORD shall give 
thee there a trembling heart, and failing of eyes, and sorrow of mind: 


Deu 4:27 
“And the LORD will scatter you among the peoples, and you will be left few in number among the nations 
where the LORD will drive you. 


Were the Jews persecuted as foretold? Here is a summary: 


“Yet the Jewish people underwent the greatest persecution of any people on earth for nearly 2,000 years. In 
70 A.D. the Romans entered Jerusalem under Titus and killed 1,300,000 Jews, and took most of those who 
remained alive into captivity. Jerusalem was plowed up like a field. This marked the beginning of the Jewish 
dispersion. During the first and second centuries hundreds of thousands of Jews flocked to Babylon. By the year 
200 A.D., an estimated 2 million Jews were there. 

In the Roman empire, Emperor Constantine outlawed the Jews, cut off their ears, and dispersed them as 
vagabonds. During the 5th and 6th centuries many restrictions were placed on the Jews, and they were 
forbidden to hold public office. Many Jewish communities were attacked and thousands of Jews were killed. In 
the 6th century about 60,000 Jews were slain, and thousands more were sold into slavery. In the 8th century in 
Spain they were horribly abused and persecuted. In France thousands of Jews were burned to death. In 622 
Mohammed founded the religion of Islam. When the Jews refused to join this new religion, most of them in 
Arabia were killed. Islam spread across North Africa, crossing Western Europe through Spain. The Muslims 
would have taken over all of Europe if they had not been turned back by Charles Martel and his army at the 
Battle of Tours in A.D. 732. In the 8th century, the Muslim leader El Hakim ordered the Jews to wear bells, 
singling them out for persecution. In the Middle Ages the German states considered the Jews to be slaves of the 
emperor, and they were outrageously taxed and persecuted. In most European countries they were prohibited 
from owning land, and they were not permitted to study at any of the schools or universities. All Jews were 
banished from England in 1020 A.D. During the Crusades the Catholics said, “Kill a Jew and it will save your 
soul.” In the year 1298 thousands of Jews were killed in Europe. Then, in 1350, the Black Plague engulfed 


Europe, killing one fourth of the population. The Jews were blamed for the plague, and one half of all the Jews in 
Europe were murdered. In 1353 all Jews were banished from France. Spain and Portugal also refused them 
entrance. Germany banished all Jews from Prague in 1560. In 1492 Spain forced 800,000 Jews into the sea. 
Most of them died from exposure or drowning. In 1411 the Roman Catholic Church instituted the Inquisition. 
Tens of thousands of Jews died during the Inquisition. They were hardly considered to be human beings. An 
estimated five million Jews were in Russia during the time of the Czars. In 1881 the head of the Russian Church 
began a policy in which one third of the Jews were to die, another third were to be forced to leave Russia, and 
one third were forced to join the Russian Church. During World War | the Jews endured more suffering. The 
Russians sent thousands of them to Siberia as criminals. Pogroms against the Jews took place in Poland, 
Rumania, Hungary and in the Ukraine. Most of the Jews in the world were living in Eastern Europe at the 
outbreak of World War Il. It was Hitler’s goal to exterminate all Jews in Europe. During Hitler’s reign of terror six 
million Jews were massacred, with hundreds of thousands of them gassed to death in Hitler’s concentration 
camps. When Hitler was through six out of every ten Jews in Europe had been murdered.” 


THE JEWS IN BIBLE PROPHECY

Here again, we see accurate prophecy about persecution which can be proven to have been extant hundreds of 
years before the events occurred. No other people have ever been persecuted like the Jews, and it was foretold to 
happen as a result of sin against God by the Prophets of Old, long before there was any such persecution to be 
seen. After the Holocaust the Jews were nearly eliminated and they were truly few in number, again as predicted. 


9. Their name (Jew) would become a thing of horror, a curse word, and an object of ridicule in all the nations to 
which they went. 


Deut. 28:37 
You will become a thing of horror, a byword and an object of ridicule among all the peoples where the LORD 
will drive you. 


Psalm 44:14 
You made us an object of ridicule among the nations; foreigners treat us with contempt. 


Ezekiel 14:7-8 

"For anyone of the house of Israel or of the immigrants who stay in Israel who separates himself from Me, sets 
up his idols in his heart, puts right before his face the stumbling block of his iniquity, and then comes to the 
prophet to inquire of Me for himself, | the LORD will be brought to answer him in My own person. "I will set My 
face against that man and make him a sign and a proverb, and | will cut him off from among My people. So 
you will know that | am the LORD. 


Zech. 8:13 
And it shall come to pass that just as you were a curse among the nations, O house of Judah and house of 
Israel, So | will save you, and you shall be a blessing. Do not fear, Let your hands be strong.’ 


Jeremiah 29:18 
I will pursue them with sword, famine, and plague. | will make them a horror to all the kingdoms of the earth--a 
curse, a desolation, and an object of scorn and reproach among all the nations to which | banish them. 


All of these 'object of ridicule’ prophecies can be proven to have been extant hundreds of years BC and have been 
fulfilled only after 70 AD. 


10. After many years the Jews would be regathered and their fortunes restored back into their ancient homeland, but 
not for their sake. 


Ezekiel 36:24 


“For | will take you from among the heathen, and gather you out of all countries, and will bring you into your 
own land” 


Ezekiel 36:11 
And | will multiply upon you man and beast; and they shall increase and bring fruit: and | will settle you after 
your old estates, and will do better unto you than at your beginnings: and ye shall know that | am the Lord. 


Ezekiel 36:35 
And they shall say, This land that was desolate but it has become like the garden of Eden; and the waste 
and desolate and ruined cities are become fenced, and are inhabited. 


Isaiah 11:11-12 ESV 


In that day the Lord will extend his hand yet a second time to recover the remnant that remains of his 
people, from Assyria, from Egypt, from Pathros, from Cush, from Elam, from Shinar, from Hamath, and from the 


coastlands of the sea. He will raise a signal for the nations and will assemble the banished of Israel, and gather 
the dispersed of Judah from the four corners of the earth. 


Ezek. 11:16-20 NASB 

Therefore say, ‘Thus says the Lord GOD, “Though | had removed them far away among the nations and 
though I had scattered them among the countries, yet | was a sanctuary for them a little while in the 
countries where they had gone.” “Therefore say, ‘Thus says the Lord GOD, “I will gather you from the 
peoples and assemble you out of the countries among which you have been scattered, and | will give 
you the land of Israel.“ “When they come there, they will remove all its detestable things and all its 
abominations from it. “And | will give them one heart, and put a new spirit within them And | will take the heart of 
stone out of their flesh and give them a heart of flesh, that they may walk in My statutes and keep My ordinances 
and do them Then they will be My people, and | shall be their God. 


Ezek.21-22, 25 NASB 

Behold, | will take the sons of Israel from among the nations where they have gone, and I will gather them 
from every side and bring them into their own land and | will make them one nation in the land... They will 
live on the land that | gave to Jacob My servant, in which your fathers lived; and they will live on it, they, and their 
sons and their sons’ sons, forever; 


Ezek. 38:8 NASB 

After many days you will be summoned; in the latter years you will come into the land that is restored 
from the sword, whose inhabitants have been gathered from many nations to the mountains of Israel 
which had been a continual waste... 


Ezek. 39:25-29 NASB 

25Therefore thus says the Lord GOD, “Now | will restore the fortunes of Jacob and have mercy on the whole 
house of Israel; and | will be jealous for My holy name. 26“They will forget their disgrace and all their treachery 
which they perpetrated against Me, when they live securely on their own land with no one to make them afraid. 
27“When | bring them back from the peoples and gather them from the lands of their enemies, then | shall 
be sanctified through them in the sight of the many nations. 28“Then they will know that | am the LORD their 
God because I made them go into exile among the nations, and then gathered them again to their own 
land; and | will leave none of them there any longer. 29"I will not hide My face from them any longer, for | will 
have poured out My Spirit on the house of Israel,” declares the Lord GOD. 


Jer. 32:37-41 
37“Behold, | will gather them out of all the lands to which | have driven them in My anger, in My wrath and in 
great indignation; and | will bring them back to this place and make them dwell in safety. 


Jer. 30:3 NASB 

‘For behold, days are coming,’ declares the LORD, ‘when | will restore the fortunes of My people Israel and 
Judah ‘ The LORD says, ‘I will also bring them back to the land that | gave to their forefathers and they 
shall possess it.'” 


Clearly, prophecy states that after many years God will bring the Jews back from all over the world from where they had 
been scattered to reside back again in Israel and that they will never be scattered again. Never has such a thing happened 
to any group of people. These regathering prophecies were made 500 to 700 years BC and can proven to be extant by at 
least 200 BC. These prophecies can be proven to have been fulfilled over 2000 years after they were made. Is it really 
possible that a human being could have foreseen or guessed the occurrence of these events? 

It is important to note here why God says He is restoring the Jews: 


Ezekiel 36:22-23 

“Therefore say to the Israelites, ‘This is what the Sovereign Lord says:It is not for your sake, people of Israel, 
that | am going to do these things, but for the sake of my holy name, which you have profaned among the 
nations where you have gone. will show the holiness of my great name, which has been profaned among the 
nations, the name you have profaned among them. Then the nations will know that | am the Lord, declares the 
Sovereign Lord, when | am proved holy through you before their eyes. 


God has future plans for Israel that will prove and glorify His name to the nations. That is still future to us, but it is 
not our subject matter now. Hopefully, the future of Israel will be the topic of a future discussion. 


11. The date for the reestablishment of the nation of Israel was predicted correctly to the year. 


Israel was placed under punishment for 430 years for their sins. This term of punishment started when they were taken 
into Babylonian captivity. They served 70 years of their punishment in captivity and then Persia conquered Babylon and 
allowed the Jews to return home in 537 BC. The Jews remained unrepentant after their return, so their remaining 360 years 
of punishment was multiplied times 7 (according to the previously established edicts of their Bible.) Therefore the number 
of years of remaining punishment was 430-70=360 times 7 which is 2520 years of remaining punishment from 537 BC. 
This works out to the year 1948 AD which was the precise year of Israel's reestablishment as a nation. Below are the 
scripture passages and details of this prophecy. 

It was during the Babylonian captivity that Ezekiel appeared as a prophet and provided the following information 
on the punishment of Israel. He was ordered by the Lord to symbolically act out the term of Israel's future 
punishment. It was only after this punishment was served that the Jews would be allowed to be sovereign over their 
nation once again. After their return from the Babylonian captivity they operated under the sovereignty of 
Persia/Media, Greece, and then Rome. 


Ezekiel 4:4-6 (NLT) 


"Now lie on your left side and place the sins of Israel on yourself. You are to bear their sins for the number of 
days you lie there on your side. You will bear Israel's sins for 390 days - one day for each year of their sin. After 
that, turn over and lie on your right side for 40 days - one day for each year of Judah's sin." 


This time is known as the "Servitude of the Nation," and the time allotted by God is: 390 +40= 430 years. However, 70 
years of atonement for Israel's sin had already been served during the Babylonian captivity, so only 360 years of 
punishment remained. The Jews who returned to Israel in 537 B.C. refused to repent of their sins so the residual 
punishment was then multiplied 7 times as stipulated in their holy scriptures. 


Leviticus 26:18(NLT) 


"And if in spite of this, you still disobey me, | will punish you for your sins seven times over." 


Leviticus 26:27-28(NLT) 


"If after this you still refuse to listen and still remain hostile toward me, then | will give full vent to my 
hostility. | will punish you seven times over for your sins." 


7 times 360 years = 2520 years total punishment from 537 BC. 2520 years from 537 BC=1948 AD, predicted 
by prophecy. Israel was reestablished May 14, 1948 !!! 


12. Forests will reappear in once barren Israel as an everlasting sign. 


Isaiah 55:13 
“Instead of the thorn bush will grow the juniper, and instead of briers the myrtle will grow. This will be for the 
LORD’s renown, for an everlasting sign, that will endure forever.” 


Isaiah 41:19 
| will put in the wilderness the cedar, the acacia, the myrtle, and the olive; | will set in the desert the cypress, 
the plane and the pine together; 


When the Jewish People began returning from exile in the mid-1900s, Israel was a desolate, barren land. Settling the 
land required developing proper soil deposits and nurturing trees to life, one at a time. 

Jews, and even many Christians, living outside of Israel, contributed widely to the planting of trees. Because of this 
active participation in the restoration of the Land, over 240 million trees in Israel have been planted since 1901. 

With forests disappearing all around the world, Israel is one of only two countries that entered the 21st century 
with a net gain in the number of trees. 

What type of trees have been planted in Israel? With a dry climate similar to that of California or Spain, Israel is a 
natural home for relatively short trees that need little water i.e. sub-tropical trees. Some, like acacias, can go for months 
without even a drop. But Israel has also planted cedars, the Aleppo pine (also known as the Jerusalem pine), the common 
oak, the stone pine (also known as the nut pine) and cypress trees (which can live for hundreds of years). It is interesting to 
note that, as Israel is restored, Bible prophecy says that these precise types of trees will be planted. 

The reforestation of barren Israel was foretold thousands of years before it happened. Even the particular types of trees 
replanted was predicted accurately. 


13. Once barren Israel will fill the world with fruit. 


Isaiah 27:6 
“In days to come Jacob will take root, Israel will bud and blossom and fill all the world with fruit.” 


Beyond the many forests that Israel has planted, farmers have planted many fruit groves as well. Today, fruit from Israel 
is shipped around the globe. Fruit and vegetables amount to typically 50% of Israel’s total agricultural output. Israeli fruit 
and vegetables accounted for about 12 billion shekels (3 billion USD) in revenue in 2014 and includes includes oranges, 
grapefruits, lemons, apples, apricots, grapes peaches, mangoes, plums and pears. Over the years, Israel has also given the 
world many amazing new agricultural products as well. 


15. The “former” and the “later” rains would be restored when Israel came back into the land. 


Joel 2:23 (NLT) 


Rejoice, you people of Jerusalem! 

Rejoice in the LORD your God! 

For the rain he sends demonstrates his faithfulness. 

Once more the autumn rains will come, as well as the rains of spring. 


No rain falls in the land from May to September, but Israel now experiences both the former (November-December) and 
the latter rains (March-April). Previously the latter rains had stopped. 


16. Israel's ruined cities will be rebuilt and her desolate land will become like the Garden of Eden. 


Ezekiel 36:34-35 

The desolate land will be cultivated instead of being a desolation in the sight of everyone who passes by. They 
will say, "This desolate land has become like the garden of Eden; and the waste, desolate and ruined cities are 
fortified and inhabited." 


Isaiah 51:3 

Indeed, the LORD will comfort Zion;He will comfort all her waste places.And her wilderness He will make like 
Eden. 

And her desert like the garden of the LORD;Joy and gladness will be found in her, Thanksgiving and sound of 
a melody. 


Isaiah 35:1-2 
The wilderness and the land will be glad: the desert will rejoice and blossom like a rose. It will bloom 
profusely and rejoice with joy and singing. 


The land that was desolate at the beginning of the 20th Century is now the bread basket of the Middle East. The nation 
is now more than self-sufficient. It exports agricultural products to both the Arab countries of the Middle East and to the 
nations of Europe. The dairies of Israel produce the highest amounts of milk per animal in the world. And Israel is the 
world's leader in agricultural research and development. 

Today, Israel is focusing on the greening of the Negev Desert which constitutes 55 percent of the nation's land. They 
have devised water conservation techniques to save the one inch of rainfall per year in the Negev. They have also 
genetically engineered plants to grow on the brackish water reservoirs that exist below the surface of the desert. Israeli drip 
and micro-irrigation solutions have rapidly spread worldwide and they are a world leader in drip irrigation. As a result of 
these efforts, half a million Jews now live in the desert, in 250 thriving agricultural settlements. The American Society for 
Horticultural Sciences recently stated that Israel's desert agricultural technology is "one of the most significant 
advances in food production in the past 1000 years." Today, over 10,000 Israeli brackish water specialists are training 
agronomists and villages in 54 countries around the world. 

Given the lack of natural water resources, and the prospect of an even drier climate, Israel now makes extensive use of 
desalination plants, reuse of treated sewage for agriculture, computerized early-warning systems for leaks, and 
computerized drip irrigation and micro-sprinklers. In fact, Israel is a world leader in water reuse (86%). Israel’s 
agriculture is the success story of a long, hard struggle against adverse land and climate conditions. 

Perhaps the most amazing thing that can be said about the reclamation of the land and the agriculture it has produced is 
that the United Nations, which normally specializes in condemning Israel, has declared that Israel is "the most 
agriculturally efficient land on earth." 


17. The Lord will make Israel richer than ever before when they come back into their land.

Israel was previously deficient in natural resources but in 2009 the Tamar natural gas field in the Mediterranean was 
discovered which contains 7.1 trillion cubic feet of gas. Israel is now exporting gas to other countries and has a supply for 
50 years of its own needs. 

In 2009 Israel discovered one of the world's largest deposits of shale oil, estimated at 250 billion barrels in the Shefla 
basin. 

In 2010 another large natural gas field was found in the Mediterranean called the Leviathan. 

In 2014 Israel discovered oil in the Golan heights whose strata is ten times thicker than an average field. 

In 2019 Israel discovered a new mineral never before seen on planet earth, previously only found in extraterrestrial rock. 
It was found on Mount Carmel and has been named Carmelite. It is much harder than diamonds and is among the rarest 
minerals on earth. 

The mineral resources of the Dead Sea have been estimated to be worth trillions of dollars. 

Next, there are potentially ¢rillions of dollars in gold and silver hidden somewhere in Israel. It was hidden at the time of 
the Babylonian conquest in 586 BC. This treasure represents the massive gold and silver that was acquired during 
Solomon's reign around 970 BC. The Copper Scroll was found among the Dead Sea Scrolls in 1952 and contained a list of 
instructions telling where the treasure of Solomon was hidden. Despite many having tried, no one has yet found the 
treasure, because there is no fixed point of reference for the instructions. The Biblical book of Maccabee states that 
Jeremiah the Prophet found a cave to store the treasure in but that it would not be found “until God gathers His people 
together and bestows His mercy on them.” That would seem to be now, so one might expect this treasure to be found 
sometime in the not too distant future. 

Lastly, we must consider Israel's high tech industry as part of its newly found wealth. It is one of the most innovative 
and most important high tech centers in the world, ranking behind only the United States, according to Eric Schmidt of 
Google. 

All in all, considering Israel's agricultural and other resources, God appears to be keeping his promise to bless Israel 
even more than before since they have returned to their land in 1948. They started off desolate and barren with little wealth 
and year by year they are becoming a powerhouse in the world in many areas and their wealth has been growing by leaps 
and bounds through: “the abundance of their seas and the treasures hidden in their land” exactly as prophesied 
thousands of years ago. 


18. It was predicted that restored Israel would be surrounded by a confederation hostile nations whose intention 
would be to “wipe out Israel forever.” 


Psalm 83. (Tanakh 1985 JPS) 


1. Asong, a psalm of Asaph. 
O God, do not be silent; do not hold aloof; do not be quiet, O God! 
For Your enemies rage, Your foes assert themselves. 
They plot craftily against Your people, take counsel against Your treasured ones. 
5. They say, “Let us wipe them out as a nation; Israel's name will be mentioned no more.” 
Unanimous in their counsel they have made an alliance against You 
the clans of Edom and the Ishmaelites, Moab and the Hagrites, 
Gebal, Ammon, and Amalek, Philistia with the inhabitants of Tyre; 
Assyria too joins forces with them; they give support to the sons of Lot.Selah. 
10. Deal with them as You did with Midian, with Sisera, with Jabin, at the brook Kishon” 
who were destroyed at En-dor, who became dung for the field. 
Treat their great men like Oreb and Zeeb, all their princes like Zebah and Zalmunna, 
who said, “Let us take the meadows of God as our possession.”

Asaph was a prophet, poet, and musician from the time of King David around 1000 BC. In Psalm 83 above, Asaph 
pleads with God to save Israel from its enemies, who surround them, and seek their total extinction. The 10 nations 
mentioned in the Psalm corresponds precisely to a ring of modern day terrain now controlled by Arab nations. These Arab 
nations are in a confederacy called the Arab League. They have stated on multiple occasions, with a unified voice, that it is 
their goal to wipe out the nation of Israel forever. 

In 1967, during the 6 Day War these precise nations (the modern equivalents) mentioned, in the Psalm, came against 
Israel and were defeated. The Israelis were outnumbered and outgunned by 2 % times. Many remarkable events took place 
during this war, which are considered by many to be miracles. No similar confederacy of nations has existed before in 
Israel's past, so it appears that the Psalm was a vision of the distant future. 

The primary belligerents in the war were Egypt, Jordan, Syria, Iraq, and Lebanon. These nations would account for 
Edom, Moab, Byblos, Ammon, Amalek, Tyre, Assyria, and the Hagrites mentioned in the Psalm. These five modem nations 
were supported by the Palestinian Liberation Organization and Saudi Arabia's air force, which would account for Philistia 
and the Ishmaelites also mentioned. 

Psalm 83 was probably written about 1000 BC. The oldest extant copy is from the Dead Sea Scrolls dated to 100 to 200 
BC. It can be proven to have been written thousands of years before the 
event in 1967 AD where it was exactly fulfilled. 


This is the end of my brief survey of selected events in the history of Israel. Much more could be written. Israel's entire 
history, past, present, and future has been prophesied in advance. This is an unprecedented and unparalleled occurrence, and 
anyone who is looking for evidence of the existence of God would do well to start here. For the rest of us who need no such 
evidence, it is important to know this information, both because it supports our faith, and because it focuses our attention 
on Israel as the key to understanding the unfolding events on our world. 

Ata future date I will review the as yet unfulfilled prophecies that pertain to the future of Israel and the world. I will 
limit my discussion to prophecies contained in the Old Testament as I feel that the complete prophetic picture is contained, 
most reliably, there. 

As you can hopefully see now, God is truly with us... He is intimately involved with everything that goes on. He has 
foreseen everything and he warns us and tells us in advance what is going to happen next. Through fulfilled prophecy he 
confirms His oversight and His continued presence among us. The world is proceeding exactly according to His plans and 
He reassures us that He intends to prosper us and lead us through any and all obstacles that may arise.
